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OLYMPIC FANS 
WANT KOSSIE

SYDNEY OLYMPIC supporters want a 
new striker ... and the man they’re 
after is Australian captain John 
Kosmina. 


Last Sunday at Olympic’s NSW Ampol Cup match 
against Sydney Croatia, Olympic fans were prepar- 
ing to collect money to enable the club to bid for the 
star striker. 

Kosmina is under contract to Sydney City, but if 
Olympic came with the right price the Slickers 
would probably negotiate. 

However, that price would surely be over the 
$30,000 mark, as Sydney City paid $28,000 for 
Kosmina three years ago. 

There could be something in the wind as Kosmina 
has yet to make an appearance for his club in the 
Ampol Cup. 

The reason given for Kosmina’s absence in the 
first game was that he had tonsilitis ... but a 
prominent Sydney City player said “Kossie” flatly 
refuses to play in the Cup. 

It is common knowledge that when the Slickers 
looked like folding last season, Kosmina had talks 
with Leichhardt, as did David Mitchell, now with 
Glasgow Rangers. 

The Sydney Olympic committee met last night to 
consider their supporters’ proposal. They are also 
likely to make a decision regarding young Canter- 
bury-Marrickville striker Nick Theodorakopoulos. 

Canterbury want $6,000 for him. 
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YOUTH international striker Frank Farina is now at the 
centre of a two-club tussle which appears to be 
heading for the Queensland Supreme Court. 


One of the clubs is 
Canberra Arrows, ea- 
gerly wanting Farina 
for the coming 
season. 

The other is Mareeba, 
from north Queensland, 
which stands to gain 


handsomely from the sale 
of the youngster. 

Farina signed the in- 
famous “blue form”, re- 
gistering him with 
Mareeba, for which he 
played four games for a 
total payment of $110. 

Mareeba wanted 


$20,000 for Farina; Can- 
berra replied in writing 
with a bid of $3,000. 
Last week the case 
went before the Queens- 
land Soccer Federation’s 
management committee 
after an appeal by Farina. 
After many hours of de- 


liberation, the decision 
was announced: the max- 
imum fee at which Farina 
can be transferred is 
$15,000. 

It is understood the leg- 
al advice to Farina was to 
commence action in the 
Queensland Supreme 
Court. 

Farina held lengthy 
discussions with his legal 
advisers, and he was told 
court action could involve 
a considerable delay.

THE National League fixture list for 1984 is 
about to be published, rather belatedly.

In most countries, club Soccer at first 
division level is rightly regarded as the 
bread and butter of the sport and, quite 
often, the national team has to take sec- 
ond place to it.

EYES ON DAVO 
IN COMEBACK 


SOUTH Melbourne midfielder Alan Davidson is ready to 
resume his career in Australian Soccer. 


Davo settled his differences with his coach Len McKendry after a marathon 
meeting on Sunday afternoon. 

Now he’s preparing for the match against Preston, the first semi-final of the 
Buffalo Gold Cup. 

Despite his treatment by the English authorities, Davidson has brought 
back a lot of happy memories from the continent. 

“Rubbing shoulders with some of the top European players is a thrilling 
experience and to some extent a comforting feeling, for the refusal of the 
English authorities to grant me a working permit,” says Davidson. 

“I have been given the opportunity to learn more about the game and 
familiarise with the modern ideas incorporated into the game by the 
Europeans and study the attitude, the approach and the application of the true 
professionals. 

“People may say that this is not enough compensation for the disappoint- 
ments and the setbacks I have experienced in England, particularly after 
Arsenal had offered me a contract, but I can assure them it was all worth the 
effort and the time.” = 

Asked about the reasons for his refusal to sign with Bayern Munich, 
Davidson replied: “I was offered a contract by the German club but I refused to 
sign because the prime condition of me staying in Germany was attaining 
German citizenship. 

“Had I decided to become a German citizen I would have automatically been 
disqualified from playing for Australia. As far as I am concerned my position 
in the Australian national team is far more important than a position in one of 

the most prominent European teams.” 

Davidson told ASW that he has not given up hope that the English 
authorities will reconsider the initial verdict, that of rejecting his application 
for a work permit. : 

“The lawyers of Arsenal are still working on my appeal against the decision 
and I am hopeful they will manage to convince the authorities to grant me this 
all important work permit. They have already argued that the fee of $30,000 
included in my contract with South Melbourne is the highest price for an 
Australian player and they are optimistic about the outcome of my appeal.” 

Davidson refused to stay in England until February 18 when the appeal is 
likely to go before the authorities. 

“I did not want to break my contract with South Melbourne and asked for 
permission to return to Australia before the commencement of the National 
League season. 

“They were very understanding and let me come back to Australia on the 
agreement but if the outcome of the appeal is positive I will leave Australia on 
the 18th of the month.” 

Heidelberg defender Charlie Yankos had similar experiences in England. 

Yankos was invited by former English manager Ron Greenwood for trials 
with Brighton City and although Yankos made a very good impression and 
Brighton expressed the desire to offer him the contract Yankos stumbled over 
the legal blocks and decided not to persevere with his case until such time that 
the English authorities decide the future of his national team mate Alan 
Davidson. 

Yanikos will be re-negotiating his contract with Heidelberg United and it is 
believed that one of the basic conditions will be his right to join Brighton City 
once the 2nd division club manages to obtain his work permit.

IT will be a case of going “South of 
the Border’, as the old song has it, 
for the Border Soccer Club, the lead- 
ing senior unit of Albury Wodonga. 


Border has entered the Metropolitan Division 
Four of the Victorian Soccer Federation, and will 
travel to Melbourne every second Saturday. 

Leading official Tony Ratcliffe said: “What we 
gain is built-in promotion prospects if we are 
good enough. 

"If we are good enough we will ultimately get 
through to the National Soccer League.” 

Border is ambitious. With the aid of three 
sponsors, over $1,000 worth of travel and player 
costs per away gaine will be met. 

The three are Mr Raicliffe’s own Attack Sports 
company, the Hume Permanent Building Socie- 
ty, and V-Rail. 

V-Rail provides a carriage at low cost to 
transport the players and fans to and from the 
away games. 

The rest of the finds come from Border’s own 
efforts. 

The big thing, Mr Ratcliffe said, is to prove a 
good — standard of play and increase home 
crowds to well in excess of the 300-600 that has 
done whilst the club was part of the defunct 
NSW Southern League and then the ACT com- 
petition. 

Coach of the club is Steve Atkins, a player 
originally brought to Australia from Crystal 
Palace by Ringwood. His job took him to Albury, 
much to the pleasure of the Albury people. 

Showing up with the club is versatile Neal 
Endacott, who is a school teacher in the area and 
is on loan from his home club, Newcastle KB. 

Apart from success on the field, the big tasks is 
to raise funds to enlarge the club premises. Once 
that is done Border Soccer Club will conform to 
the full requirements of the licence that it has 
already been granted. 

The land held by the club covers 29 acres at 
North Albury, with a good pitch and a training 
pitch (in use at this stage). 

Border is not short of aims. It has been formed 
to: 

1. Provide logistic and financial assistance 
to the Albury Wodonga Soccer Assn;

The idea of Border is to give a proper outlet to

“We are attracting good young local players, 
but the process has to advance further,” Mr 
Ratcliffe said. 

“Also in the course of the growth of the Border 
Soccer Club it tended to draw away from the 
Association it was aiming to help. 

“Working relationships are not close enough, 
but bridges are being repaired and improve- 
ments will be made.” 

The big day is the first home game against 
Yarraville on Saturday March 17. It should be 
another big move ahead for the Border. 

There are 60,000 people in the Albury Wodon- 
ga district and that is a good start for an 
ambitious country club to worle with. Up to

ment on the Cup is made 
before pulling out. 

But the Gold Coast offi- 
cials are firm their is no- 
thing in the Ampol Cup 
for their players. 

“There is no incentive 
for the country sides. I 
cannot name one player 
who has won a place in a 
representative side or a

AMOS MAKES 
COMEBACK

CONTROVERSIAL Queensland referee 
Col Amos, who quit Soccer 18 months ago 
after causing a near-riot at Spencer Park, 
is back in the black and white. 


Amos, 36, made his return to refereeing at the 
Grands Thistle Coca-Cola Bottlers tournament last 
week, 

And ironically, it was a match involving Brisbane 
City, the club whose spectators and officials prompted 
Amos to give refereeing away. 

But Queensland’s most well-known Soccer referee 
managed to get through the match without any con- 
troversy, although he did award a penalty against City. 

But few questioned his ruling. 

“I was a bit nervous beforehand when I found out it 
was a match involving Brisbane City, but once I got 
onto the ground I thoroughly enjoyed it,” Amos said. 

Amos last refereed in July 1982, when he was in 
control of an NSL match between Sydney Olympic and 
Brisbane City, who at the time were bottom of the table 
and desperate for points. 

The two teams were locked 1-1 with only minutes 
remaining when Amos ruled a shot by Bobby Hamilton 
did not fully cross the goal line. Amos ruled the ball hit 
the staunchon behind the upright and had rebounded 
out without completely crossing the line. 

The City players and supporters claim the ball came 
off the tight netting and had fully entered the goal- 
mouth. 

Television replays supported the City theory, al- 
though the picture was very blurred and the proof far 
from conclusive. ; 

The City fans reacted wildly after being denied the 
certain winner and gave Amos a torrid time as he left 
the field. 

Later a prominent City official was quoted as saying: 
“If I had a gun I would have put it to his head.” 

The furore drew a ban on Spencer Park by Queens- 
land referees and it was not until apologies were made 
that the officials returned to Brisbane City. 

But according to Amos, the controversy is all behind 
him and now he is back in Soccer just to enjoy it and 
keep fit. 

“I certainly don’t want to get involved to the level I 
was before. One game a weekend is all I want. What- 
ever game that is will be up to the appointments board,” 
Amos said.

3. SANDY BRENTNALL

ONE of the lightest players to ever 
represent Australia is Western Au- 
stralia’s dynamic left midfielder, Sandy 
“Pee-wee” Brentnall. 

Standing at 5’ 5, and barely weighing eight stone 
in a wringing-wet overcoat, Sandy gives Australia 
tremendous width and penetration on the left side 
with her great skills. 

Time after time as the ball is swung out to the left 
to Sandy, she splits the defence and sends in perfect 
crosses to her strikers. 

This little player is one of Australia’s most con- 
structive and unselfish players.
